The official acts of Thomas Blenkiron 
as justice of the peace in and for the county of La 
Fayette, residing in the town of New Diggings, from 
May 1, 1876, to May 1, 1878, are hereby legalized, in 
so far that they shall be deemed and taken to be legal, 
the same as if his official oath and bond had been filed 
as required by law.
